Six Children Perish in Saskatchewan fire 


Three Others Leap 
From Windows As 


Flames Sear Faces ONTARIO BORN 


Parents Visiting at Home of Nearby Rela- 
tive Return to Find Buildings in Ashes | 
and Charred Bodies of Little Ones

HAGUE, Sask., Sept. Six of the nine children of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Unruh of Hague, were burned to death 
about 9 o'clock last night when their farm home was des 
troyed by fire. Three of the children managed to escape 
from an upstairs window but apparently the fire had over- 
come the others who ranged from one year and ten months 
to 13 years of age. 

The dead are Isaacs, 13; Annia, 11; Mary, 6; Sarah, 5; | 
Abran, 3!5; Corrny, baby. 

The three who escaped are: John, 17; Tetarine, 1 
Peter, 7. 

Mr. and Mrs. Unruh had left their home about 8:30 
o'clock leaving the children upstairs asleep. They had gone 
to visit Henry S. Unruh, cousin, who lives nearby.

The fire, which was believed to have 
been caused by an overheated stove- 
pipe first discovered by John, the 
oldest. boy, who opened hall door 
and then the trapdoor, but the flames 
shot through both apertures with such 
force that, no exit was possible.

bedroom window but was only fol- 
lowed by Vetarine and Peter. The 
children had then run around fran- 
tically searching for some way in 
which to save their sisters and 
brothers but finding nothing they 
could do they had then run over to 
their nearest neighbor, Henry 
Unger, one mile away.

IS EDMONTON TO STAY OFF 
THE MAP? 


The Canadian Association of Tourist 
and Publicity Bureaux is asking the Do- 
minion Government to spend a million 
dollars a year during the next five years 
in making known to the outside world the 
opportunities Canada has to offer for re- 
creation and for the establishment of new 


industries. 

No one who has followed the remark- 
able development of tourist traffic in re- 
cent years can doubt that the money 
would be well spent, and would bring large 
returns. What could be accomplished in 
the way of inducing industrial develop- 
ment will necessarily depend upon the 
trend of world conditions. But if nothing 
at all were accomplished in that direction, 
an intelligent advertising campaign abroad 
would beyond question bring many thous- 
ands of additional tourists to the Domin- 
ion every year, whose spendings would 
many times over repay the cost of the ef- 
fort 

This has been a quiet season in the 
tourist movement, as in other lines. But 
the traffic has been by no means killed by 
the depression. While the railways have 
found business slack, the motor tourist has 
been abroad, in decreased but still impos- 
ing numbers. Many thousands of people 
living in prairie Canada have found it pos- 
sible to take the usual summer outing and 
to visit the mountains or the Coast with 
the family car. Many thousands of Unit- 
ed States cars have visited the moun- 
tain resorts in the southern part of Al- 
berta and British Columbia. The spend- 
ings incidental to these journeyings have 
been an important factor in sustaining 
business in the communities located on 
permanently constructed highways lead- 
ing to points of interest. 

That motor touring has “stood up” so 
well throughout the most depressed and 
depressing condition the country and the 
continent have known, is all the assurance 
required that once conditions take a turn 
for the better, the volume of tourist traf- 
fic will swell beyond all former propor- 
tions, with correspondingly large returns 
to those sections of the country which are 
made available to the touring motorist. 
Motor tourist traffic has come, and come 
to stay and to grow. Of that there can be 
no doubt whatever. 

What is to be the position of Edmon- 
ton and of Saskatoon, and of central Al- 
berta and central Saskatchewan generally, 
in reference to the tourist traffic of next 
year and the years following? Hitherto 
these cities and these portions of the two 
provinces have been simply “off the map” 
so far as tourists from abroad were con- 
cerned. And it may as well be admitted 
that they will stay off the map until they 
are served by a through, permanently 
built highway, leading to Jasper Park and 
on to the Coast. 

Visiting motorists crossing the country 
on the Trans-Canada will not drive four 
hundred miles out of their way just to 
see Edmonton, or Saskatoon, But many 
of them will come to Edmonton if from 
this city they can proceed on a dependable 
highway to Jasper and the Coast cities. 
And large numbers of them will visit 
both Saskatoon and Edmonton, and 
the intervening points, if they can branch 
from the Trans-Canada at Regina, and 
follow a standard highway through these 
cities to Jasper Park, and thence south by 
the projected Jasper-Banff highway or to 
the Coast by way of the Jasper-Kamloops 
hichwav. 

If Edmonton, Saskatoon, Battleford, 

other centres along this northern 
route want to establish themselves on a 
transcontinental highway, and draw to 
themselves a share of the traffic that will 
roll along the Trans-Canada, they should 
be taking steps now to see that the two 
remaining gaps are filled in and a contin- 
uous highway thus brought into existence 
from Regina to Banff. Only these two 
gaps, that between Battleford and Lloyd- 
minster, and that between the present end 
of the Jasper highway and Jasper Park, 
remain to be bridged 

These links should be supplied, and 
supplied at once, with the same measure of 
Dominion assistance that is being given to 
the completion of the Trans-Canada across 
the two provinces, and the same measure 
that is being given to British Columbia to 
extend the Kamloops highway to Jasper 
Park,

JUSTICE AT LAST 

Ottawa has at last conceded that the 
wheat bonus will be paid to growers who 
are located in the British Columbia section 
of the Peace River country. That 
measure of simple justice, for which the 
settlers there are somewhat indebted to 
the protests that were raised by some 
newspapers against their exclusion from 
the bonus arrangement. 

There never was a discoverable reason 
why that wheat-growing district should 
have been cut out of the bonus area in the 
special legislation that was brought down 
at Ottawa. Nor has any reason for its ex- 
clusion been offered. Its final inclusion is 
not an act of special grace, but only an ad- 
mission that it should have been included 
in the first place.

BRITAIN STARTS SOMETHING 

There is a tradition that the English- 
man “never starts to fight until he seems 
to be licked.’ But there is another well- 
established tradition that, once he does 
start, the other party to the argument 
soon discovers that he has a reai contro- 
versy on hand. 

Official statements given out in Lon- 
don make the admission that the Govern- 
ment of Britain stood inactive while for- 
eign investors raided London's gold supply 
and broucht on the crisis that has caused 
the world to wonder whether Britain was 
down and out as a financial power. That 
inactiomw was characteristic of the disin- 
clination of British statesmen to interfere 
with the free play of financial and trade 


forces. 

But it was also characteristic that 
when the crisis had arrived, Britain's 
statesmen promptly dropped minor issues, 
closed their ranks, and said by their action 
as Snowden said in his budget speech: 
“Come all the world, England still shall 
stand.” 

It is useless for the layman to attempt 
to trace all the ramifying reactions that 
will follow Britain’s blunt declaration that 
it is “off” the gold standard. But it is 
pretty safe to assume that London knows 
what it is doing, if some foreign econo- 
mists do not. The challenge to the accept- 
ed basis of the world’s money systems is 
direct. 

As for the countries which have been 
hoarding gold, the question seems to be: 
What are you going to do about it? As 
they can no longer get gold from London, 
perhaps they will condescend to take Bri- 
tish goods in payment of their bills and in 
exchange for their products?

Answer: The type of anesthetic to 
be used would have to be left to the 
discretion of the dentist.
